Welcome  to  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  ! 

I  hope  the  coming  weeks  and 
months  are  a  positive  and  exciting 
experience  for  each  of  you.  I’m 
sure  that  many  of  you  have  ques¬ 
tions  —  and  perhaps  some  doubts 
or  apprehensions  —  about  begin¬ 
ning  college.  That’s  natural,  and 
certainly  normal. 

Our  freshman  advising  staff 
has  one  main  goal:  During  orienta¬ 
tion  and  throughout  the  first  semes¬ 
ter  (a  period  we  refer  to  as  extended 
orientation)  we  want  to  help  you 
deal  with  your  concerns  and  make  a 
successful  transition  to  college  life. 

During  orientation  and  the 
freshman  seminar  you’ll  meet  sev¬ 
eral  key  people  who  will  help  you 
adjust  to  Saint  Joseph’s.  These 
include  your  orientation  group 
leader,  your  freshman  seminar  stu¬ 
dent  leaders,  and  your  faculty  advi¬ 
sor.  These  staff  members  have  been 
trained  to  assist  you.  They’re 
friendly  and  approachable,  so  feel 
free  to  call  upon  them. 

Your  group  leader  will  try  to 
make  you  feel  at  home  during  ori¬ 
entation.  Your  advisor  will  also 
accompany  you  to  the  many  sched¬ 


uled  events  during  orientation.  To 
give  you  a  chance  to  start  making 
new  friends,  you’ll  generally  be 
grouped  with  other  new  students 
from  your  dorm  floor.  If  you’re  a 
new  commuting  student,  we’ll  try 
to  give  you  a  chance  to  meet  some 
of  the  other  new  commuters  (maybe 
you  can  even  coordinate  transporta¬ 
tion  plans!),  plus  we’ll  get  you  in¬ 
volved  in  activities  with  the  resi¬ 
dent  students. 

Your  freshman  seminar  leader 
will  work  with  you  throughout  the 
first  semester  in  a  one-credit  course 
that  all  freshmen  take. 

You’ll  meet  with  your  fresh¬ 
man  seminar  group  on  Thursday 
and  Sunday  during  orientation  and 
once  a  week  thereafter. 

This  team  will  help  you  plan 
your  freshman  year  and  will  work 
with  you  to  de¬ 
velop  what  I  call 
“college  sur¬ 
vival  and  suc¬ 
cess  skills.”  One 
of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  things 
you  and  your  ad¬ 
visor  will  do  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  days 
of  orientation  is 
plan  your  first 
semester  aca¬ 
demic  schedule. 

Please  don’t 
worry  if  your 
freshman  advisor  is  not  from  the 
academic  area  y ou  ’  re  thinking  about 
as  a  possible  major  or  concentra¬ 
tion.  We  planned  it  that  way  to 
lessen  the  pressures  on  you. 

Your  advisor  will  help  you 
explore  all  your  academic  options 
and  interests.  If  during  your  fresh¬ 
man  year  you  develop  new  interests 
or  you  change  your  mind  about  your 


intended  course  of  study,  your  advi¬ 
sor  can  assist  you  in  sorting  things 
out.  Advisors 
have  been  trained 
to  help  you  in  plan¬ 
ning  your  first  year 
program,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  your  aca¬ 
demic  interests  or 
intended  major 
may  be. 

Many  of  you 
may  be  wondering 
what  you’ll  study  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College,  what  your  major  will  be, 
what  courses  you  should  take.  My 
main  message  to  you  is:  RELAX. 

If  you’re  unsure  about  a  major, 
there’s  plenty  of  time  to  decide  on 
one.  If  you’ve  decided  already, 
that’s  fine  too. 

Remember,  there’s  no  prob¬ 
lem  with  chang¬ 
ing  your  mind 
later.  Three  are 
only  a  few 
courses  of  study 
atSJC  (your  ad¬ 
visor  can  tell 
you  about  them) 
in  which  you 
have  to  get 
started  right 
away  as  a  first 
semester  fresh¬ 
man  in  order  to 
complete  all  the 
graduation  re¬ 
quirements  in  four  years.  During 
the  coming  year,  your  advisor  will 
help  you  make  an  informed  deci¬ 
sion  about  a  major  so  that  by  the 
middle  of  the  second  semester  you 
can  be  transferred  to  a  new  advisor 
within  your  intended  area  of  spe¬ 
cialization. 

For  now,  my  advice  to  you  is  to 
use  your  freshman  year  to  explore 


your  interests  as  fully  as  possible. 
Broaden  your  horizons.  Remem¬ 
ber,  there  are  many  courses  of  study 
and  extra-curricular  activities  here 
at  Saint  Joseph’s  College  that  prob¬ 
ably  didn’  t  exist  in  your  high  school. 
The  coming  two  semesters  can  be¬ 
come  an  exciting  period  of  self- 
discovery. 

I  hope  over  the  course  of  the 
semester  you  will  come  to  regard 
both  your  advisor 
and  the  student 
leaders  as  valuable 
resource  persons. 
None  of  these 
people  can  answer 
all  your  questions 
or  solve  all  your 
problems.  How¬ 
ever,  I  can  prom¬ 
ise  you  that  they’ll 
know  who  to  put  you  in  touch  with 
should  you  require  assistance  that 
they  can  not  provide  personally. 

Beyond  the  freshman  seminar, 
one  thing  all  of  you  will  have  in 
common  is  Saint  Joseph’s  Core  pro¬ 
gram.  In  many  ways,  Core  is  the 
cornerstone  of  a  Saint  Joseph’ s  Col¬ 
lege  education.  What  Core  pro¬ 
vides  is  an  integrated  general  edu¬ 
cation.  It  spans  all  four  years  of 
college  and  has  the  goal  of  bringing 
a  broad  range  of  subjects  together 
into  a  meaningful  whole.  Our  gradu¬ 
ates  often  tell  us  Core  was  the  most 
important  part  of  their  education. 

Core  will  develop  your  ability 
to  communicate  effectively  and  your 
capacity  to  think  clearly. 

These  skills  matter  in  every 
area  of  endeavor.  That’s  why  dur¬ 
ing  the  freshman  year  Core  pro¬ 
gram  we  will  be  working  very  in¬ 
tensively  with  you  in  developing 
your  listening,  speaking,  writing, 
and  thinking  skills.  I  can  assure  you 
that  your  hard  work  in  these  areas 
will  bear  many  dividends. 

Remember,  no  question  is  silly 
if  you  need  the  answer  and  don’t 
have  it.  There  are  a  lot  of  people 
here  to  answer  your  questions,  in¬ 
cluding  me.
